An Indian Patlatck. 


Among other islands 61 the Sound, 


and about ten miles north Of Olympia,. 
lies SquaxioD Island. It ia on Indian 
name and iDdifth. reservoj'and-.ihe.ln*, 
diaushold in reserve whatever resources 
it may contain. It is a sterile spotjbut, 
in that respect, does not differ: much 
from the surrounding country. : The fir 
forest grows, ae green, .the fern and. 
"salaF slopes .reach-down to the gray 
beach here just na they do on alitho 
surrounding shores. • --Here fire the same 
low blulls of clay and conglomerate that 
you sco on'tho shore j, of tho islands 
south and tbo islands, north, and tho 
salt-water inlets, westward. Long, nar- 
row arms of the sound are tkose inlets— 
arms reaching far- but into- the green 
wilderness of woods j-inlets deep and 
narrow, into which tbe tide rushes 
twice a day.;; Eastward Jiestbo sound, 
with more clay-colprcdi blufls .'on ila 
farther shore. Eastward, sixty .miles, 
nway, rises 
Rainier's; three-pointed 


crown of creamy while, looming ;above 
a ragged fringe of evergreen trefrtops. 
| Here is a deserted,•vjuage./an Indian 
ngoncy in days past; < houses weather- 
worn and tumble-down, doorloss and 
wiudowlcss, with green •weeds-growing 
through the doors. Yonder is Hope 
Island, grave-shaped, aud. there is 
Steamboat Island—steamboat shaped— 
this tiny island being in reality an^igland 
only at liighwater, as a slerjde'r.'spil, of 
sand links it the mainland', and .was 
named by jin ancient mariner,of earlier 
days, who averred that, like a steanjboat 
at anchor, tho.island swung .around at • 
tho turn of every tide, .anu especially : 
when the moon waa full. 
And las being 


"full" waa well known to be his normal; 
condition, his statement was never con- 
tradicted. 
! 1 shall never forget tbe afternoon that 
we made up a party to visit this samo 
fjquaxion Island. It was an October 
(afternoon—one of those keen, clear days 
•when tbe west: wind.comes racing in 
tfrom tho sea with -lifp and freshness in 
Its every breath. Tho day was all that 
could be desired—at least it was all we 
ulesirod, for we were a party of eight, 
(including ladies and children, in alarga 
Whitehall boat. And when tbe larga 
Bail swung and filled we swept off be- 
fore tho west wind's breath like-.theflea- 
gulls gray that swuag and wheeled into 
our wake. We had Song talked of see- 
ing an Indian potlaioh,.and at lust we 
were on the way. None of us-had ev«r 
seen one of those gatherings. A pot 
latch is not a camp-meeting, a fail1, nor 
a Christmas, but a sort of combination 
of all—a sort of reunion and gehetil 
gathering, lasting sometimes for weeks-,' 
an occasion for the eiohariging1' of big 
preseuts and bigger speeches and many 
(to their minds,) tilting ceremonies. We 
landed at last upon the 'southwest point 
of the island. The poUatch house stood 
upon the verge of .tbo. bluff Above, us. A 
gontlo slope led up to it froju the.east. 
Tho first and last thing we noticed -was 
a smell of smoke and fish which 
wrapped us in an embrace of welcome. 
When the smoke burst drifted wo saw.:a 
long line of canoes—-a fleet of the long, 
graceful, clipper-like Chinook canoes.— 
pulled higb and dry upon the grass. 
Beyond aud all along the slope moved a 
brilliant throng of gayly-drosscd people. 


Wo passed up 'throng)!' the swaying 


sea of color into tho building-. A plat- 
form, about two feet highland about five 
foot wide, extended ;all i along,the : wall 
OB either side... This platform, waa 
divided into sections and was filled with 
families and .their .friends, idisposed in 
every lazy attitude-4-eating, chatting, 
(lo/.iug, or silently staring at their neigh- 
bors. Fires blazed at intervals in front 
of each section. The building was a 
large barn-like affair, not very well cal- 
culated to keep out.tho cold, but it kept 
in tho smoke, admirably. There were 
largo openings in the roof. all alopg tho 
ridge-polo for the smoke to escape j but 
very little of it went out and a great 
deal went into our oyes. There was 
much to see, but the smoke blLnded us 
with teal's and we could not sec any- 
thing. But we put a good face on the 
matter and tried to see the funny side, 
for there were some of the most comical 
little dogs and comical little children.1 
Two little fellows, armed with big 
spoons which they had obtained in some 
mysterious maqner, found their way 
into a large pan of dough, and bcforo 
being discovered by their mothers, had 
plastered each other's ears well. Then 
some other little wags would set fire to 
tlio end of a long stick and slyly apply 
tlie same to tbe ear of some sleeping 
comrade. Then the yell of tho aston- 
ished victim would be drowned in the 
ghouls of glee that followed. 


We wore much too early towitnjss 


any of tho ceremonies, but found inicr- 
i'-st enough iu watching tho crowd. 
•Well, we watched the crowd and we 
watched tho storm. 
We watched the 


euu go down. We watched tlio Olym- 
pic rango iu the northwest turn from 
keen blue to fiery purple, then suddenly: 
ehaugo to a dismal ashy gray, while; 
tho lemon-colored sky in . the weslj 
slowly darkened to pale amber, agamstj 
which the tree-tops on tho distant shorO) 
slood out in jetty blackness and flung 
tlicir shade in broken bits over tba 
steel-gray waste of waves that carnq 
climbing up and on. 
There wero seri- 


ous fnces as we looked across tho dark- 
cuing waters and proposed a return. 
The sun had gone down, but the wind 
liad not. Iu fact, it seems to gain fresb 
courage aud howl tho' louder. 
Tha 


waves flung themselves with a fiercer 
swash against tho low bluff and aiong 
the' gray beach. 
The iur tree tops 


swung 
uneasily, and . th» .branches 


.swayed and waved a wilder farewell to 
:tho day's last light. 
The fires in the 


potli»ioh house, the fires in the little 
;tents, and the fires outdoors all gleamed 
the brighter. 
The red flames d«nce3 


tuwl shivered and flung their forkoJ 
tongues in the teeth of the wind; and 
seemed to tremble and thrill totbe tun< 
of the wnird ."Taman-a-mas" chant ol. 
the Indian doctors, which, with its do 
eompaniiucnt of the-monotonous drum,. 
rang out with strange vividness on th« 
wavering wing'of the storm and night. 


In a {eiiee corner, dimly seen by the 


flickering; light of tho -fire, lay utr oW 
rnau. Half a dozen boards flung across 
the angle of the fence and a fragment 
of blanket about a yard square—these 
were his only shelter. 
And here ho 


iwas, aged and toothless and sightless. 
[Here he lay alone and uQty|r$Da in tbe 
.midst of feasting and merry-making.' 
!Now an then would some one stop toi 
listen nnd laugh ai^tiie^low «nd incobe^ 
rent mumblings. ' ..'Oh; how pitiless. I 
thought.

house were 'being set, where supper tor 
one hundred would be served- op at 
once. 
We had earnest. invitaHtonj to 


stay. 
But the wind grew louder and 


wo thought it best to make a«tart while

John Ellison's Choice. 


Yesterday loon after 3 o'clock tbe lifeless 


body of John BUlson, a well-known laborer, 
aged 35, was found hanging from a cross-board 
In the angle of the hall, in the Gophart build- 
ing, on tbe aoutbsldeof Prairie street, near 
the Unlversallst church. It wae found by tho 
brother of the deceased who got Overseer 
Newell to go with him and view tho body. A 
big crowd soon collected, and tho body wae 
removed by Coroner Bondure to his ofllco 
whore tho Inquest was bcld.

COME OUT AND HEAR HIM 


JOINED THB MAJORITY. 


Death of Mr. Piper After a Long and 


Painful Illness. 


Richard H. Piper, the well-known photo- 


grapher, died this morning at 1:40 o'clock, 
at bis home on North Main street, after a 
painful illnese extending through many 
months. His dissolution was not unex- 
pected, though the best physicians did 
everything in their power to give him 
relief and ward off the grim destroyer. 
During the fall of 1883 it will be remem- 
bered that while the band was playing in 
tbe park, a horse attached to a xpring 
wagon ran into Mr. Piper's pbiutou on 
North Water street The shock of this 
collision injured Mr. Piper severely, af- 
fecting bis heart; but it was supposed 
that he had recovered.

Mr. Piper was 


brought home, and since then be has been 
an invalid, tbe constant care of bis patient 
and loving wife and Dr. and Mrs W. J. 
Chenowetb, her parents. Mr. Piper was 
conscious up to the last and spoke to bis 
wife just before he died. 


Mr. Piper was a son of Mr. E. A. Piper, 


'and was a native of Deoatur. His age 
wae about 31. Ten years age he married 
Eliza Ohenoweth, who with a daughter, 
Alice, aged 8 years, survives him. Tbe 
deceased was one of Deoatur'e most prom- 
ising business young men, and certainly 
no one developed more capacity and en- 
ergy in any vocation than did Dick dur- 
ing his business career. He succeeded in 
making his gallery one of the best in tbe 
State, and was prospering- finely when be 
met with the unfortunate accident which 
caused bis premature death and filled 
many hearts with sadness. Dick was a 
young man of good habits and genial dis- 
position and a useful citizen, devoted to 
his family and business.

Chinese Monasteries. 


Hitttmn nature is much the same i 


China as iu Europe. In the Flower 
Kingdom mon get tired of life, of soc 
cty, of the endless struggle for-existenc 
and retire to some retreat wberq the 
pan pass their remaining daysinquiel 
study and benefaction. These retreats 
.(mi-jon) correspond to the mooasfcerie, 
of Christian lands. They are invariabl 
long brick,.-buildings* one story in 
height, simple and solemn in architect- 
ure and located either upon the moun 
tains or in tlio depths of forests. Arounc 
tho building is a windowless wall, sym 
bolic of tho busy life forever shut ou 
from view. In the grounds and npo 
.the surrounding land nature is assisted 
but never interfered with. Tbe flower 
bloom and die, tho trees grow gnarle< 
and crooked, the weeds and creeper 
thrive until sometimes it-would seem as 
if no hiimiiu being; lived in the vicinity 
Closer examination will show that over 
plant producing^ beautiful flowers o 
wholesome food or fruit is careful] 
watched and watered, and every re- 
source of vegetation in supplying hu 
man wants-husbanded to tho last de 
greo. This also is a symbolism of the 
brotherhood who tenant these retreats 
To them tho useful flower and and tree 
represent the good of humanity; th 
weeds, the evil. The duty of a true 
manhood is to aid and develop thosi 
who arc righteous, but not to injun 
tbe wrong doer, leaving to nature th 
task of eliminating tho latter from he 
great economy. These retreats do no 
belong to specific orders as in tho West 
em civilization, but-are founded by one 
or more persons for the simple sake o 
rest The forms and ceremonies of ad 
mission nmount to nothing. Any per 
son who has failed in life, who had los 
those ho loved, who has sinned and re 
pented, who is old and unable to work 
is eligible. He prcsentehimsoft, giv 
his namo, address and history, trans- 
fers to the brotherhood*!! he possesses 
promises obedience to all lawful com 
mantle of tho Brother Superior, lojialty 
friendship and sympathy to his feflow 
members and devotion and aid to al 
human beings in aickness or distress 
lie is then admitted, given a aew nan* 
and n new costume, assigned a room 
instructed as to his clirties, and th< 
initiation is complete. 
From now 01 


his lifo is tlxed. Study aad coorcrsa 
tion, the otihivatian of tbe lleki and-gar 
den or the improvement.of tbe-retrei*. 
and tho instruction of brvtfcers who 
have been less fawored, are his daily 
duties. At times >ho is-sent out to ob- 
tain subscriptions if or the«omiuon frmJ, 
or to mirso the ?VA or feed tbe starving, 
but these occur infrequently.

Superior governs lor lifo.

he appoints n successor; if the appoint- 
ment lapse or be not made, the broth- 
ers elect one of their own ninnber. Tho 
regulations are nbout tho same as in 
Diouasicries, omitting the element ol 
religion. 
Ctejirrfmcss, sobriety, indos- 


try, chastity, 
intellectuality, charity 


and humanity are the seven stars ol 
their heaven. Jfo woman is allowed to 
cross the threshold of tho retreat; no 
wine, stiruurant or narcotic permitted, 
except for mcdienl use, no quarreling, 
loud conversation, games of chance, in- 
ilclicnlo or vulgar talk is allowed. Dis- 
obeclicnco is punished '\v reprimand, 
suspension, temporary ostracism or ex- 
pulsion, accordiug to tho dogreo of the 
oft'ffnsc.
